S TAR-GAZERS are we all, one way or another. The

but to him they spell inspiration for a deathless lay. To 
the Lover, the twinkling orbs in the dark mantle of night 
are a spur to passion — and not infrequently balm to the 
soul's torment. One-way or another, I repeat, star-gazing 
is our common weakness, our common delight, our 
common pursuit. 

My own trafiic with the stars, hov,ever, is like that 
of Astrologers who firmly believe that the winking 
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spheres that dot the night, the unwinking planets, the 
Sun, the Moon and the imaginary Dragon's Head and 
Dragon's Tail reveal one's whole past, present and future. 
They are the very instrument of an ancient and honour- 
able calling. 

Astrology, I solemnly avow, is a Science, modern 
scepticism even in certain high quarters notwithstanding. 
Therefore, as an ardent exponent, my inner urge has 
been to dedicate myself to the great science ot the stars 
with sincerity and love. 

Journals dealing with Astrology and other allied 
sciences are not uncommon either in this country or 
abroad. The only justification I claim for this new 
publication — ^very modestly presented — ^is that it is yet 
another attempt to champion the cause of the Astrologer, 
to support his brave stand, to establish beyond a shadow 
of doubt his innate convictions which may seem arrogant 
and pretentious to the ignorant and, above all, to revive 
faith in the esoteric lore of the sages of India.

In the first part, besides expounding the basic truths 
of Astrolog>’, I have tried to give a clear picture of the 
Aquarian Age. 

In the second part, I have delineated the radical 
chart, lunar chart, solar chart and the ninth division chart 
of the Indian Republic. I have described in detail the 
radical aspects of the planets, Sun, Moon, lunar nodes, 
ascendant and zenith which are strictly based on the 
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Nirayana (Indian) system of Astrology. Particularly, 
while analysing the horoscope of the Indian Republic, the 
aspects which indicate India's contributions to universal 
prosperity, peace and security and her inspiring leader- 
ship in political and spiritual fields are interpreted on such 
lines that the reader must acknowledge the accuracy of 
the science and its immense potentialities. 

In the third part, I have interpreted the Nirayana

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PREDESTINATION 


D O STARS rc^'cal and also Inllumce life? I* free 
xdll a fact? What Is the p<m*cr of prayer? Can 
human destiny be chanced? 

One's ignorance of preternatural causes rules out 
altogether one's competence to disl>cHei-c since Astrology 
reveals that such causes do exist. Reason which Is limited 
cannot form any conception that Is «)mmensuratc with 
the truth of prcdestinalfon interminably penetrating the 
essence of the whole universe, the certainty of which ordi- 
nary men believe in. but the manner of which they cannot 
understand. This common weakress. arising from lack 
of perception, is dependent on the hidden truth of pre- 
destination. Revealing Instruments of this truth are the 
stars that serv’c as Interpreters cf material and spiritual 
existence as also of individual instinct, thought, will, 
action and achievement blindly presumed by many to be 
human prerogatives. 
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INSTINCT 

What is instinct and whence it emerges ? What is 
the truth underlying the reality of its non-phenomenal 
existence ? And why at al! should it be that, at a certain 
time, a particular instinct comes to the fore spontaneously 
and without effort ? 

The common view may well be that instinct is an 
unconscious, involuntary and apparently unreasoning 
impulse, that is, a reality which cannot be grasped but 
is spontaneously revealed by some cause, direct and 
absolute. The recondite cause of this fact of a preter- 
natural order, however, can be ascertained through 
Astrology. 

The zodiacal constellations, the planets and the lunar 
nodes reveal certain instincts. The most conspicuous 
instinct pertaining to each of the signs, planets and the 
lunar nodes is indicated here : 

Aries sjnnbolises dominance; Taurus, conservatism; 
Gemini, intellect; Cancer, vividness; Leo, nobility; 
Virgo, criticism; Libra, justice; Scorpio, militancy; 
Sagittarius, divinity; Capricorn, materialism; Aquarius, 
truth ; while Pisces betokens humanitarianism.

Jupiter, spiritualism; Saturn, politics; Uranus, demo- 
cracy; Neptune, subtlety; and Pluto, authority. 

The lunar nodes, Rahu and Kelu, are noted for 
penetration. 
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FREE WILL 


Life on this terrestrial plane has a certain duration. 
Vicissitudes of life arc wrought by circumstances beyond 
human control. Experience tells one that an individual 
bom with a fortunate horoscope leads a comfortable and 
happy life, irrespective of his choice, whereas one with 
an unlucky horoscope suffers against his will. Besides, 
one bom blind, dumb or deaf is tossed in the maelstrom 
of circumstantial cycles contrary to his heart's desires. 

When the planets governing the third mental house 
of a nativity are ominous of heavy affliction, the native 
is ill-natured, ill-mannered, illiterate, ill-treated and ilh 
fated even in other spheres of life. Like a piece of 
flotsam and jetsam, he drifts on the high seas of life 
aimlessly because of the limited reach of his mental 
power. Such a person, like all others, is bom and not 
made. 

Moreover, one bom totally mad docs not get an 
inkling of the purpose of his own ego. He is devoid of 
the opportunity to improve his lot by knowing the cause 
of his plight which, as many arc prone to believe, comes 
as nemesis for his misdeeds during his previous existence. 
Therefore, in the latter case, life, bereft of any under- 
standing, unequivocally proves that individual instinct, 
on which the structure of thought, will, action and 
achie\*cment is based, is subject to circumstances, 
fortunate or not, brought about by on irrevocable decree 
of fate. 
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Such a phenomenon serves as a challenge to the 
traditional belief in the philosophy of Karma, which 
presupposes a chain of causation running through a 
beginningless cycle of existences. Without even an iota 
of doubt, it is quite obvious that, owing to the adverse 
planetary aspects of which the layman is unaware, his 
thoughts never rise above the natural phenomena of 
perception with the result that he falls short of the 
necessary capacity to comprehend the rudiments of Astro- 
logy dealing pnncipally with preternatural causes of 
existence. It is because of this astral truth glaringly 
patent in him that he attunes his genius to the peculiar 
attitude of carnally bounded reason. He can neither 
discover independently the things beyond the province of 
ordinary vision nor apprehend the immanifest immaterial 
substances which are difficult to reconcile with manifest 
natural elements. As the character of his soul is thus 
predetermined, what control can he him'elf exercise over 
his volition ? Hence no proof will be more convincing 
than the fact that, since the layman virtually fails to 
exercise his choice to grasp the elementary principles of 
Astrology, even when independently sought through his 
inherent volition, the concept of man’s power to regulate 
and direct his will — conventionally taken to be absolute — 
so as to achieve his desired end is therefore nothing but 
an illusion. 

Nevertheless the layman is at times under the notion 
that he himself is the architect of his destiny, little 
realizing that the true reason for his pre-planned success, 
if any, has its roots in those foreordained invisible aspects 
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of stars etc. that promise harmony between his uill and 
end. His attempi to take credit for the power that co- 
incidcnlly rewards him with success is no less pathetic 
than that of a dog which, strutting proudly under the 
running cart, imagines that it is driving the vehicle, or 
the fly, resting excitedly on the galloping horse, thinks 
that it is spurring the animal on, Ifow significant lltat 
the man, dog and fly should be bom with identical 
illusions. 

THE SCEPTIC— AN OBJECT OF PITY 

The sceptic, however, indulges in arrogant outbursts 
belittling and even profaning the venerable science of 
Astrology without assigning any cogent reason; and he 
not jnlrcqucntly criticises Astrologers for their short- 
comings arising from circumstantial factors. Not content 
with this, he also dares to dub Astrology as a mere super- 
stition. In doing so, he makes a vain attempt to cover 
his preordained astrological misgivings by his cj'nical 
asperity not to confess his inability for understanding 
recondite astral truths springing from those lofty viesvs 
which soar bejond the details of tangible forms and com- 
mon events. Just ns he is condemned to the pre-dcsigned 
narrow groove of a particular type of rationalistic bias that 
prexents him from finding the horizon that sets the bounds 
between light and darkness, so is he subject to his con- 
founding and audacious propensity for extending his 
inquiries bcixind the scope of his own Intelligence. 

Therefore the truth of the sceptic's blind spot is 
self-evident whenever he attacks Astrologers, nay even the 
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astrological science itself, blissfully ignorant of the fact 
that none can ever shake the Akshaya Vat (indestructible 
tree) of Astiology whose roots derive their nourishment 
from the enlightening soil of the esoteric wisdom of every 
age. Since this foible, so characteristic of the Pyrrhonist, 
IS foreordained, I, following the earliest cultural traditions 
of India, cannot but pity him for his natural failing 
aggravated by rabid scepticism against the astrological 
world. 


GOD AND CREATION 

Man, a Tnanifestation of the rational order, is apt to 
inquire about the creator of the established pattern of fate. 
Popular belief is> that it is God that is the true creator. 
Then what and where is God ? To this query my humble 
reply would be : 

God Is that Irrevocable truth of predestination 
which is organically at one with the vital virtue that 
determines the very essence (non-phenomenal) imder- 
lybig the apparently distinct cause and effect, the 
essentials of the so^alled Creation (phenomenal).

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IS WAR 

PREDETERMINED ? 


E \TiR since the dawn of the human era, conflict 
between man and man has been continual. It Is by 
the working of the inventive human mind that primitive 
methods of ph>*$ica! force and types of defensive and offen- 
sive weapons of war have given way, with the march of 
time, to more dreadful modem dcv'iccs of destruction. 
This persistent human trend of Martian adventure has 
culminated in the most destructive invention of the day, 
the hydrogen bomb, materially so potent among the 
eJemenls hJiherto known that aJJ jrarrs of 
existence can be effaced from the face of the earth in no 
time. 

In the wnlcc of such a terrific inv-ention, it is but 
natural that the world should be anxious to know whether. 
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in the name of peace, war might be inevitable. Ordinarily 
the cause of hostility between nations is attributed to 
human selfishness, fear, and belief in different conflicting 
political ideologies associated with material power. Since 
the dawn of civilization, mankind has been struggling 
consciously and resolutely to check war and bring stable 
peace, security and prosperity to the world, but so far in 
vain. 

Therefore, it goes without saying that, though fully 
aware of the contributing factors mankind yet succumbs 
to war. When even the moral influence of the prophets 
of the past has failed, can the diplomacy of the politicians 
of the day ever succeed in averting war ? The key to the 
source of all natural causations lies in Astrology, the only 
science that can rightly reveal the preternatural order 
inherent in all existence.

Besides, the planetary positions at the time 
of the First World War and the Korean War could clearly 
denote that it is the pugnacious passions revealed by Mars 
that cause wars, global or smaller, their havoc depending 
on the intensity of the aspects of Mars with the other 
planets.

and hatred. This urge is inwrought in the womb of the 
current Aquarian Age, in which era of truth the concept 
of human perfection through conquest of the self will 
da\vn upon the world.

CAPUT AND CAUDA 

Jupiter and Neptune are no doubt the natural lords 
of the ascendant Pisces. But Caput, by its position in 
Pisces, also rules the ascendant. 

The two points, at which the Moon's orbit intersects 
the plane of the ecliptic, are called the lunar nodes. 
The northern node is known as Rahu (Caput) and the 
Southern, Ketu (Cauda). Owing to the orbital, pro- 
gressive motions of the Sun and Moon, the nodes are 
supposed to move backwards, that is, they are always 
taken to have a retrograde motion. 

From ancient times, the ascending node has been 
identified with the Dragon's Head and the descending 
node with the Dragon’s Tail. Our planet is presumed 
to be caught in the envenomed fold of the mythical 
monster without the trunk. This is why Rahu and Ketu 
are popularly believed to be detrimental. 

In Astrology, Rahu and Ketu, though imaginary, 
are looked upon as real planets. These nodal planets 
are extremely revealing, depending on their position, 
strength and aspect in the radical and Navamsha 
horoscopes of an individual or a nation. They spell 
advantage when posited in Taurus, Virgo, Libra or 
Pisces. They are exceptionally favourable if situated in 
Aries, Gemini, Leo, Scorpio, Sagittarius or Aquarius, 
whereas they are detrimental if placed in Cancer or 
Capricorn. 
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For instance, in the Republic Day radical chart of 
India, though Rahu apparently is beneficial in Pisces 
and Ketu in Virgo, they really are extremely strong 
indicators because Rahu is in Scorpio and Ketu in Taurus 
in the Navamsha chart. That the lunar nodes are 
extraordinarily revealing is evident from the positions 
of Rahu and Ketu in the angular houses (Kendrasthan), 
viz., the first and seventh houses respectively in the 
Republic Day radical chart.

CONSTITUTION 

t N THE Republic Day radical chart of India. Jupiter, 
lord of the tenth house (Sagittarius) of the govern- 
ing body, and Venus, lord of the third house (Taurus) 
of the nation’s mind, are conjoined in the eleventh 
house of Capricorn. Neptune, lord of the ascendant 
(Pisces), is in proximity to Mars in the seventh house 
(Virgo) of the common people. Thus Jupiter and Venus 
are in splendid trine with Neptune and Mars. Moreover, 
the lord of the seventh house of Virgo, Mercury, occupies 
the tenth house. It is in rapt trine with Saturn situated 
in the sixth house of Leo. As the planets, in the above 
configurations, spontaneously influence the seventh 
house, India has instinctively proclaimed herself to be 
a Sovereign Democratic Republic of a rare order. 
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Thanhs to these magnificent aspects, India holds a place 
of unique distinction In the comity of nations. While 
Neptune, Venus, Mars and Mercuiy respectively reflect 
India's humanitarian, tolerant, progressive and enlightened 
outlook, Jupiter reveals her inherent concern for fairness 
of means to regain her former ^ory which was eclipsed 
tmder fereign rule. 

Despite the fact that India has accepted a Sovereign 
Democratic Republican pattern of Constitution, is she 
destined ever to go Communist? In the radical chart, 
Pluto (Rudra, Yama}, representing totalitarian rule, is 
posited in the fifth house of Cancer. This planet is 
in opposition to Jupiter and Venus and in quincunx 
with Mercury. In the lunar chart, Uranus, symbolising 
freedom and democracy, is conspicuous in the third 
house of Gemini which rules the nation’s mind. There- 
fore it is obvious that India will always oppose any 
form of totalitarian government. In this connection it 
is worth repeating that, in the present Aquarian Age of 
Uranus, governments fuiictioning under the Communist 
banner particularly will, in the near future, have to 
renounce violence, yielding to the popular democratic 
urge for directional freedom which will no doubt be 
too difficult for any regime to resist.

FOREIGN AFFAIRS 


/piAPRICORN and Aquarius respectively rule the 
eleventh house oF foreign affairs in the radical and 
lunar charts of the Indian Republic. The planets that 
spotlight foreign policy are Jupiter, Venus, Sun and Saturn 
in the radical chart and Uranus in the lunar chart. The 
Jupiter-Venus-Sun trinity in Capricorn is in excellent 
trine with the Nsptune-Mars-Cauda trinity in Virgo. This 
harmonious aspect between Jupiter-Venus-Sun and 
Neptune-Mars-Cauda is of exceptional significance in that 
the pivot on which India's foreign policy revolves is the 
Venus-Jupiterian assurance of peace and moral excellence. 
These virtues, imbued with the Uranian spirit of discre- 
tional freedom and democracy of the current Aquarian 
Age, assuredly serve as stepping-stones towards the 
realisation of India’s most cherished ideal — the consoli- 
dation of democratic freedom, security and peace through 
the spiritual resuscitation of the world. 
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Neptune, symbolic of phiJanthropy, and Uranus of 
liberty, rendered sublime by the divine grace of Jupiter, 
inspire India independently to pursue humanitarian 
principles and means in fulBlling her noble ambitions 
in the international sphere. Evidence of this lies in the 
fact that the country neither mortgages her position by 
aligning with world powers against any aggressor nor 
allows any foreign nation to interfere in her domestic 
affairs. Besides, she does not aspire for violence of 
action unless impelled to do so in self-defence inasmuch 
as it is her unfailing conviction that the spirit of selfless 
sacrifice, reinforced with universal love in creating the 
necessary unity amongst nations for championing 
collectively the interest of the human race, will alone 
prevail. It is by virtue of such altruistic belief that 
India has been emboldened zealously to impress on the 
world the value of moral principles, -thus proving 
unequivocally the spiritual basis of her approach. 


SATURN 

Saturn, the sapient Satan whom even the gods 
dread, is identified with the material world. Diplomacy, 
dexterity, discipline, simplicity as also courage, endurance, 
persistence, reticence and patience are its striking 
emblems. Since the mills of Capricorn grind slowly and 
laboriously, procrastination is the badge of this planet 
standing for delayed practical attainment. 

Nevertheless, from time immemorial, Saturn has 
been notorious for vicissitudes besetting human destiny. 
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Saturn is the second name for experience garnered 
through different stages and degrees of mentorial 
inflictions known as Panoti in the Nirayana system of 
Astrology, Everyone has to undergo, to the extent 
indicated by Saturn’s horoscopical position, the various 
gloomy cycles of Panoti, irrespective of his will or 
station in life. 

The lord of Capricorn, Saturn, in Leo, is in rapt 
trine with Mercury, in biquintile with Jupiter, in semi> 
sextile with Neptune and Pluto, in fourth nonile with 
Caput and in mutual reception with Sun. The Saturnian 
aspects are conspicuous in that Indian diplomats, 
ambassadors and various other representatives to foreign 
countries will distinguish themselves by their high 
sense of discipline, ethical understanding, democratic 
ideals and experienced diplomacy in such a way that 
they will set a shining example to other nations as to 
what means they should employ in serving the cause 
of universal security, prosperity and peace. 

Notwithstanding delay and imcertainty at times, 
Saturn leads India slowly but surely to her cherished 
end so far as her foreign policies go. It is chiefly 
because of Saturn that the scope of India’s growing 
influence in international affairs is enlarged considerably 
and that her views carry weight in high quarters. Here 
I shall provide for discussion the lunar, solar and 
Navamsha charts, with a view to scrutinising the 
combined horoscopical revelations that highlight India’s 
destiny, especially in the foreign sphere. Jupiter, 
governing the tenth house of administration in the 
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radical chart, and Venus, in the lunar, solar and 
Navamsha charts, are conjoined in Capricorn which 
rules the eleventh house of foreign affairs in the 
radical chart. This beneficent conjunction in Capricorn 
is vitally important in view of the fact that it distin- 
guishes India for her moral, altruistic, tolerant and 
harmonious role in the field of diplomacy of an order 
unprecedented in the history of the human race. 
Venus, mother of love, harmony and justice, and Jupiter, 
font of divinity, morality and benevolence, are at 
present and tvill be in future the main source of 
inspiration^ crowning India's efforts in the international 
arena with notable success. By her Jupiterian reliance on 
the everlasting character of spiritual progress, India excels 
as a power too great to be assessed. As the exalted Sun 
Js In forming conjunclion with Jupiter and Venus, she is 
truly Inspired by a dynamic confidence in just means (not 
in signing defence pacts) so far as her international com- 
mitments are concerned. This astral assertion Is substan- 
tiated completely by the Uranian fact that she has given 
evidence of the Independence and the fairness of means 
she insists on whenever put on her mettle. It is this 
excellence that qualifies her to be a key factor in tackling 
crucial world problems and also as a rede^nlng star of 
unrivalled influence shining uniquely in the Aquarian 
order of democracy. 
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Y ENUS, lord of the third house of Taurus, signifying 
the nation's mind, is in conjunction with Jupiter 
and Sun, in tnne with Neptune, Mars and Cauda, in 
sextile with Caput, in second nonile with Moon and in 
first nonile with zenith, i.e., Sagittarius, 10 degrees 35 
minutes in the tenth house. These aspects denote that 
India will ever exert herself to prosper in every sphere 
of life according to Indian traditions. The prevailing 
educational practice of judging proficiency by university 
degrees will gradually give place to a new order of free, 
cultural development having as its backbone the spirit 
of ethical understanding and common weal. India is 
destined to imbue her political thought with a certain 
TnoTa\ fervour so that she couid he confident of attaining 
her objecti\es on the right lines. With Jupiter's ethical 
grace inherent in her, India is moved by the determina* 
tion to make high endeavours to implement her gigantic 
plans for rural, agrarian and industrial detelopment 
that will re\olutionise the life of the people. 
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AGRICULTURE 

Mercury rules Gemini, occupying the fourth house of 
land and agriculture. Mercury, in rapt trine with 
Saturn and in second nonile with Caput, indicates India's 
immense fertility in the agricultural field. Also Mercury, 
in parallel to Sun, holds promise for her in the exploita- 
tion of natural land resources. Since, however. Mercury 
is in square with Neptune and in quincunx with Pluto, 
it is not improbable that the line of action adopted by 
Government w il at times expose people to some 
disadvantage by imposing a handicap on their smooth 
progress as far as agricultural and land reforms go. 

INDUSTRY AND FINANCE 

Mars, symbolising India’s industrial power and 
financial resources, is in triple trine with Sun, Jbpiter 
and Venus. Therefore, despite her spiritual susceptibility, 
India will not merely not lag behind other nations 
materially, but will push fast ahead with her industrial 
and commercial projects, thus becoming economically 
self-sufficient to meet independently her needs in 
domestic and foreign spheres. This truth is corrob crated 
by the fact that, backed by confidence in the singulail 
dignity of her spiritual development and in the harmony 
of her material and human resources, India is success- 
fully trying to institute the Aquarian order of economy. 
It is an economy based not on the utopian equality of 
wealth or opportunity, but on the Aquarian unity of 
voluntary contributions depending on the people's own 
discretion as is revealed by Mars posited in the seventh 
house, Virgo, of popular interests. 
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COMMUNICATION AND TRANSPORT 

In the Republic Day horoscope of India, the third 
house denotes communication and transport. Venus 
governs the third house, Taurus, in the radical chart; 
Mercury and Uranus govern the third house, Gemini, in 
the lunar chart; and Jupiter, Neptune and Caput govern 
the third house, Pisces, in the solar chart. The beneficent 
aspects (explained earlier) of these planets and the 
lunar northern node reveal a very promising outlook 
for the country in respect of communication and trans- 
port. No doubt, with Uranian optimism, India today is 
resolved confidently to execute her enormous plans for 
reconstruction in different spheres of communication and 
transport by land, sea and air. She will, as Uranus ex- 
clusively indicates, reach such heights of excellence as 
to vie with other nations so far as the prospect of 
interplanetary travel goes. 
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J UPITER conjoined \vith Sun, is in square with Moon, 
lord of the fifth house. Cancer, of legal matters, which 
occupies the second house, Aries, of finance. Jupiter, in 
conjunction with Venus, is in opposition to Pluto, lord 
of the ninth house, Scorpio, of religion, which is posited 
in the fifth house. Mercury, lord of the seventh house, 
Virgo, of the people and also of the fourth house, 
Gemini, of domestic affairs, is situated in the tenth 
house, Sagittarius, of the governing body and is in quin- 
cunx with Pluto. Uranus, in the fourth house, is in semi- 
square with Pluto. Jupiter symbolises morality. Sun 
administration. Moon finance, Venus justness, Pluto 
authoritativeness. Mercury the masses, and Uranus 
truth. As a result of these malefic aspects, any ruling 
body, notwithstanding its democratic label, is destined 
not only to overrule popular opinion at times, but also 
to overlook ethical considerations, while introducing 
social reform. 
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In the present Aquarian order of democracy, a 
nation’s uplift depends mainly upon its discretion, that 
is, upon the freedom of its right of self-determination, 
and not on the mistaken notions of some in power who, 
by the advantage of circumstance, try to achieve their 
ends without regard to means, whether righteous or 
unrighteous, and thereby bring popular blame on 
authority. 

The present policy of introducing prohibition with 
the supposed approval of ignorant masses, lacking the 
sense of discrimination and foresight, can be said to 
have no background of ethical enlightenment. And the 
regimentation resulting from coercing them, through 
legislation, to follow, like dumb, driven cattle, an 
arbitrary course is all the more abominable. 

Moreover, the above unfavourable aspects point to 
the reckless mode in which India’s wealth is likely to 
be frittered away to the detriment of the nation's 
interests. In tlie name of moral reform, the country’s 
financial resources are fated to be utilised at limes 
towards restrictions — democratically or not — of the 
personal rights of tlie individual, despite the fact that 
the straitjacket method, resorted to for its maintenance, 
is ethically inconsistent with the universal truth that 
UTong measures, used to check vice, can, la no way, 
constitute virtue. Thus, while the maimer in which 
prohibition is introduced today essentially connotes 
neither ethical nor spiritual significance, how on earth 
can it at all contribute towards the uplift of the nation?

If, hoM’C\cr, material prosperity be India*# cherished 
aim, c%cn tlicn the ethically undlsccmlng masses unin- 
tentionally offend ngalnst the spirit of democracy by 
submitting tliemschcs to the ^^l^lms and inanocu% rings 
of those uho enact prohibition In a way which cannot 
but ultimately delude and frustrate U»cm. As the method 
of the present Go\-cmmcnt In pursuing Its prohibition 
policy Is by no means Just, do not the masses blunder 
when they vest Individuals, Injudicious in the choice of 
means, with the i>owcr to labour In delusion? Also, do 
not tins masses leave them free to play ducks and drakes 
with the nation*# finance by enforcing prohibition through 
legislation? No wonder, tliat despite the right end In 
view, administrators unfortunately seek WTong means 
and thus unwittingly Impel the people to follow them In 
nothing but n wild goose diase. 

In spite of this, the redeeming virtue of Venus 
cannot be overlooked since it Is this planet, in hannony 
with Jupiter, Sun, Moon, Kcptunc, Mars, Caput, Cauda 
and renith, that reflects India's mind, indicating that the 
people will, one day, have to adhere strictly to pure 
means (Shuddha Saadhan) in bringing about any reform, 
for, they wdl have realised by then that their reason 
and judgment succumbed, In lunar haste, to the caprices 
of those who held out hopes which could never be ful- 
filled.

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GLOmOlJS FUTURE 


f N THE VIMSHOTTARI Mahadasha of Ketu, the 
concluding Antardasha of Mercury had ruled from the 
birth of the Indian Republic till June 18, 1950. 

The Mahadasha of Venus is functioning at present. 
This Dasha commenced on June 18, 1950 and will operate 
till June 18, 1970. 

Venus, at the birth of the Republic, betokens 
auspiciousness and, in the course of Dasha, promises 
great and glorious successes in different respects, 
depending on the houses the planet rules in the 
radical, lunar and solar charts. Venus rules the third 
house, Taurus, of the nation's mind, education, aviation, 
navigation, communication and transport, the eighth 
house, Libra, of natural resources and 'the eleventh house, 
Capricorn, of foreign affairs in the radical chart; the 
second house, Taurus, of finance and economy, the 
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scrupulous, considerate and amenable to reason, so is he 
mercurial, irascible, reproving, dominating and aptimis- 
tically zealous under this sign of the zodiac. 

Mercury, lord of the ascendant Virgo, is forming a 
conjunction with Mars in the eighth house of Aries. There- 
fore, despite the Virgoan purity of purpose, so character- 
istic of Kennedy, the fact that he should be at times 
misunderstood by many is indicated by the instinctive 
Martian methods and means on which he mainly depends 
while tackling political issues of exceptional importance.

Venus, the emblem of fairness and peace, located in the 
ninth house, Taurus, of supersensory impressions. It is 
because of this lunar inclination that he is at times des- 
tined to dance on the horns of a dilemma to the beguiling 
aspect of the Moon, in square with Venus, which baffles 
iiim so far as the prospect of peace goes. 

Uranus in Aquarius is conspicuous in, the fifth 
seventh and third houses in the radical, lunar and 
Navamsha charts respectively. This planet is in parallel 
aspect with Mercury. Therefore the instincts of freedom 
and democracy arc naturally uppermost in him, indicating 
that he can succeed well especially in framing policies if 
guided by his own reason and judgment. However, Uranus 
is at the same time in square with Jupiter which rules his 
domestic and public pursuits. As a consequence of this, 
his independent approach to political problems is liable 
occasionally to be influenced by strong popular sentiments 
that cause vexation, frustration and harm.

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Saturn, holds the assurance of success in the field of 
international diplomacy and politics, Venus plays a vital 
part in kindling in him the flame of love, justice and 
peace. Can then anyone deny that Kennedy is a man 
of peace? 

Though he appears to be calm, he is internally a 
veritable dynamo of great strength. Behind the exterior 
of his Mercurian personality is concealed the Jupiter* 
Plutonian mettle which marks him out as a staunch anti- 
Commimist. In this respect Jupiter and Pluto invest him 
with the courage to face boldly the challenge of Commu- 
nism from any quarter. That his efforts in compelling the 
Communist powers of the day to shun war in favour of 
peace will bear the desired fruits is a foregone conclusion. 

Jupiter and Neptune rule the seventh house, Pisces, 
of public pursuits. Jupiter is in sextile with Saturn, in 
parallel with Mars and in first nonile with Pluto, which 
governs the third mental house of Scorpio and is located 
in the tenth house of Gemini. Neptune, juxtaposed with 
Saturn in Cancer, is in fourth nonile with Caput (Rahu), 
in semi-sextile with Pluto, in quintile with Mercury and 
in the orb of sextile with the Sun in the ninth house. 
These aspects collectively signify that, notwithstanding 
occasional shortcomings, he has the capacity to enlist the 
desired popular support for his policies at home and 
abroad. They also reveal the strong belief he has in secu- 
ring, by negotiation, the requisite cooperation of nations 
for fulfilling his cherished hope for peace.

Barring the malefic aspects that portend indifferent 
health and an undercurrent of upcertainty at times, the 
ruling Dashas and the benefic aspects have proved to be 
favourable to him recently when he travelled abroad with 
a view to discussing intricate world problems with leaders 
of nations. They have also helped him re-assess and re- 
shape his domestic and foreign policies in the light of the 
new experiences he has gained by personal contacts in 
the international sphere. 

The independent approach of Uranus, ethical under- 
standing of Jupiter and self-determination of Pluto blend 
with the fortitude of Mars in such a way that they 
strengthen the firm faith with which he is inspired to re- 
solve, through negotiation, any situation threatening inter- 
national peace. Therefore, it is incumbent on Kennedy to 
be morally conscious of his position particularly in view 
of the Jupiter-Uranian truth that the means employed 
independently by him towards peaceful solution of the 
explosive Berlin issue and other world problems of the 
day do not go in vain.

Jupiter, in the 
ninth house, Taurus, of ethical discernment, rules the 
fourth house, Sagittarius, of domestic matters, the sbeth 
house, Pisces, of day-to-day activities and the seventh 
house, Pisces, of public relations. In the course of this 
Dasha his inward longing for moral re-awakening will be 
highly manifest, Jupiter wll inspire him vigorously to 
give expression to his cherished belief in the superiority 
of moral force over weapons of destruction.

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Jawaharlal Nehru 


W HICH PLANET reveals Prime Minister Nehru's 
rare pohticar eminence? When vvfii he reach the 
peck of his glory'^ How many years more will Nehru 
remain India's Prime Minister? 

The answers to these questions depend mainly on 
Saturn, the only planet ever to play a remarkably impor- 
tant role in shaping Nehru’s political destiny.

of positions of unique honour and fame, his self-righteous 
and domineering attitude renders him susceptible to 
political power and mundane aspirations. 

His resilience, persistence, fortitude, discipline, 
nobility and worldly wisdom are hidden behind the 
Saturnian exterior of deep-set eyes, hollow cheeks and 
chiselled face tending earthward and the thoughtful, stu- 
dious, sensitive, experienced and grave demeanour dis- 
tinguishing his magnetic personality. By virtue of these 
gifts, he is able to reach heights of eminence in the poli- 
tical sphere, and it is only because of the keen wit, tact 
and practical ingenuity of Saturn that diplomacy is his 
natural forte. 

Therefore, Saturn, symbol of diplomacy and politics, 
find Uranus, of democracy, freedom, altruism and unity, 
in sublime harmony with Venus, mother of love, justice 
and peace, obviously inspire Nehru to be a vigorous pro- 
tagonist of democracy and a true harbinger of peace. 

These golden virtues are ennobled especially by 
Uranus, for it is the dumb eloquence of this planet that 
exclusively explains the imlimited urge by which Nehru 
is animated in his independent, universal, altruistic and 
democratic pursuits. 
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to the beguiling aspect of Neptune. Moreover, this 
Saturnian formation is significant of the causes under- 
lying Nehru's imprudence which interrupted his serenity 
especially at the incipient stage while dealing with the 
liberation of Goa, the future of Andhra and Bombay in 
the reorganisation of states and the Hungarian issue 
which, besides shaking his fame, made him a target of 
attack from various quarters. 

Mars and Jupiter are lords of the ninth house which 
rules religion. 

These planets are extremely conspicuous in that they 
mirror his indifference as also his Pyrrhonic beliefs 
regarding theology. So, whenever Nehru soars into the 
religious domain, he simply beats his wings in the void; 
and, not coming to any decision, frustrates and further 
confounds himself by the sceptical views with which his 
mind is encompassed. 

The intensity of the Mars-Jupiterean affliction is con- 
siderably heightened by Mercury (posited in Libra inter- 
cepted in the third house) which, besides being Neech by 
Navamsha in Pisces, is almost in malefic rapt square with 
the Moon occupying the twelfth house, Cancer, which 
signifies, excluding other facuides, penetration and 
power to grasp esoteric subjects. 

Does it necessarily follow, then, that Nehru is an 
atheist? 
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FIRM BELIEVER IN TRUTH 

Besides Mars> Jupiter and Mercury, the planets, Venus 
and Uranus, juxtaposed in libra also rule his mind. 
Venus, symbol of peace, so harmonizes with Uranus, 
emblem of Truth, as to make him an ardent lover of peace 
and a j&rm believer in Truth, a non-phenomenal reality 
pervading the entire universe. 

Therefore, it goes without saying that he conscien- 
tiously believes in Truth, but not in God as a separate 
entity. Hence, though popularly an atheist, astrally 
Nehru is a theist of the Uranian order. 

Now, with this background, I proceed to delve into 
his future. 

In Rahu's Mahadasha, Saturn rules from December 
22, 1959 to October 27, 1962; and Mercury, from October 
28. 1962 to May 15. 1965.

tS jayaprakash narayan worthy of becoming the 

leading light of any future Government in India? 
Will he ever rise to such eminence? 

Jayaprakash Narayan, the Bhoodan leader, was bom 
on Saturday, October 11, 1902 at 1242 a.m. (Local Mean 
Time approximate) at Sitabdiara in Bihar. 

In his radical chart, the Moon, lord of the rising 
sign.

In Saturn's Mahadasha, Mercury’’s Antardasha will 
rule till May 3, 1961 and Ketu’r Antardasha will rule from 
May 4, 1961 lo June 12, 1962. These Dashas together with 
the progressed planetary* aspects operating at the time 
reveal that he will altogether renounce politics, notwith- 
standing the perennial expectations that, after Nehru, 
Jayaprakash would become the Prime Minister of India.

In the course of Ketu’s Antardasha, he will be under 
the malefic throes of Saturn’s Panoli which will not only 
be unfavourable for association and occupational pursuits 
but also undermine hts health to a great extent. 

If he is able to li\e through this period, tlicn he 
will be ruled by the Antardasha of Venus from June 13, 
1962 to August 12, 1965. It is in this favourable Dasha 
that there will be a strong popular feeling to entrust the 
reins of government into the hands of Jayaprakash.

Chakravarti Rajagopalachari 


O NE OF THE greatest statesmen that India has ever 
produced is Mr. Chakravarti Rajagopalachari, former 
Governor-General of India. His famous C.R. formula had 
keen initially spumed and discarded by Gandhi, Nehru 
and Sardar Patel. It was ultimately accepted by these 
leaders themselves, thus setting the seal of approval to 
the division of India. 

If a panoramic view of India's history over the last 
half a century were taken, one would find that most of 
the leaders of the time were either willy-nilly pitchforked 
into eminence or accidentally pushed to the fore. But 
Rajaji’s status and glory are verily attributed to his own 
timely and shrewd turns of thought and expression in 
varied spheres of interest. 

On reading between the lines of Shakespeare’s : "But 
when the fox hath once got in his nose. He’ll soon find 
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lunar chart. Taking into consideration the position,' 
strength and aspects of these planets, Rajaji is destined 
to live for some years to come. 

The Mahadasha of Mercury will end on September 
9, 1961. In this Dasha, the concluding Antardasha of 
Saturn (1-1‘1959 to 9-9-1961) has no doubt proved to be 
very advantageous particularly as evidenced by the speed 
with which he has organised and advanced the cause of 
the Swatantra Party. But will this pace of progress 
continue for long? 

From September 9, 1961 he will be ruled by the 
Mahadasha of Cauda (Ketu). The Antardashas of Ketu 
(9-9-1961 to fr-2-1962), Venus (6-2-1962 to 6-4-1963), Sun 
(64-1963 to 12.8-1963), Moon (12-8-1963 to 12-3-1964),

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Uranus, lord of Aquarius, is in double trine with 
Jupiter and Mercury, in sextile with the Moon and in 
fourth nonile with Mars. The benign grace and produo 
tive acumen of Jupiter, harmony, enlightenment and com- 
petence of Mercury and the industrial and practical 
instincts of Mars blend with the universal, altruistic, 
inventive urge of Uranus.

In this respect the Tata Iron and Steel Com- 
pany, Jamshedpur, the biggest industrial enterprise in 
Asia, the Tata Hydro-electric Projects, the Tata Chemicals, 
the Tata Airlines, the New India Assurance Company, 
textile mills, oil factories, cement companies, glycerine 
and pharmaceutical plants, soap factories, the Indian 
Institute of Science, the Tata Memorial Hospital, the 
Tata Graduate School of Social Work, numerous research 
centres etc. not only sen^e the people but constitute the 
backbone of the nation's economy as well. Therefore, 
since munificent benefection is charity's true badge 
Mr. Tata undoubtedly distinguishes himself every inch as a 
king among industrialists and an inspiring and shining 
example to the world, of what every industrialist should 
truly be. 

Jupiter, posited in the third house of Aries which 
rules the mind and travel, is in double trine with Mercury 
and Uranus, in second nonile with Mars, in double sextile 
with Neptune and Moon and in quintile with Saturn. 
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Mars, lord of the third and tenth houses, is located in 
the fifth house. This planet is in trine with Cauda, in 
sextile with Caput, in semi-sextile with Pluto and in 
second nonile with Jupiter. These aspects at birth have 
immensely contnbuted to his achievements in the spheres 
of aviation, commerce and world-wide connections. As 
far as his interests in the various aspects of industrial 
democracy go, he is no dobut that exceptional type so 
humbled by Jupiter as to be a broad-minded, simple, 
magnanimous and kind friend, a quiet benefactor, a will- 
ing helper and a true lover of the human race. Though 
not interested in political power as Saturn in opposition 
to Venus and in quincunx with Mars reveals, Mr. Tata 
stands out today as the only industrialist who has earned 
the distinction of having harmonised the practical 
application of industry with the virtues of human love and 
benignity. Not only this but he has also left no stone 
unturned to bring about, silently and tmobtrusivelj', an 
industrial as well as an economic revolution in India thus 
contributing to the cause of unity, prosperity and peace.

While Venus, in Cancer, is in opposition 
to Saturn, it is in sesquiquadrate with Uranus. Cancer 
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is associated with the heart, Virgo with the abdomen 
and Aquarius with the ankles. These malefic foraiations 
indicate that his heart, stomach and legs are liable to be 
afflicted in some way or other. His fifty-seventh, fifty- 
eighth, fifty-ninth, sixtieth, sixty-fourth, sixty-fifth, 
seventy-first, seventy-seventh, seventy-eighth and eighty- 
third years denote occasional illness. He should be extra- 
cautious about his health particularly during his fifty- 
seventh, fifty-eighth and fifty-ninth years. 

Mercury, lord of the eighth house, Virgo, which 
signifies the span of life, is in trine with Uranus and 
Jupiter. The Moon, in the ascendant, is in sextile with 
Jupiter and Uranus and in trine with Neptune. Saturn, 
lord of the ascendant, is in trine with Pluto and in quintile 
with Jupiter, These benefic aspects promise a fairly long 
life — not less than eighty-three eventful years. His 
sixty-second, sixty-third, sixty-fifth, sixty-sixth, sixty- 
eighth, sixty-ninth, seventy-second, seventy-third, seventy- 
fifth, seventy-sixth and seventy-ninth to eighty-second 
years are mostly favourable. The progressed planetary 
aspects operating during these years reveal that the 
future of Mr. Tata promises great deeds. 

It can hardly be denied that amongst the leading 
politicians of this country, some are known for selfish- 
ness, some for hypocrisy, some for mulishness, some for 
power mania, some for lack of the courage of convictions 
and others for self-deception and conceit dining on vanity, 
the food of fools, supping on contempt and thriving on 
snobbery.

The only one of them, who has so sacrificed himself 
for Mother India as to have ameliorated in a concrete 
manner the economic lot of the masses and poured out 
his fortune for the welfare of humanity, is the modest 
Mr. Tata, a true patriot of India, Without greed for 
power, desire for fanfare or weakness for the limelight, 
this man of destiny has ably trodden in the footsteps of 
his forefathers as Pope has said: 

Who builds a church to God, 
and not to fame. 

Will never mark the marble 
with his name. 

He has maintained the traditions of the House of 
Tatas, entitled to the highest admiration for its unbounded 
charities and numerous institutions of selfless service to 
mankind. His only reward, as is self-erident, lies in the 
pleasure and pride he derives from the success of various 
humanitarian sen'ices bestowed on his countrymen. Thus 
Mr. Tata, a worthy successor to an illustrious line, is a 
living embodiment of nobility and munificence. And his 
works will enshrine his name for ever.

SADOBA KANOJI PATIL was born on Tuesday* 
August 14, 1900 at 3-42 A.M. (Local Mean Time 
approximate) in Sawantwadi, when Gemini was rising in 
his radical chart. 

Uranus occupies a conspicuous position, being in 
rare exaltation in Scorpio in his radical and Navamsha 
charts. Uranus, conjoined with Caput and Jupiter in the 
fifth house, Scorpio, of attainments, is in trine with the 
Moon and Mercury and in fourth nonile with Neptune.

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Tor freedom so dominates him that he would even rebel 
against Government if a situation demanded that he 
should safeguard individual liberty by supporting the vox 
populi. As the humanitarian instincts of Jupiter blend 
with the altruistic fen’our of Uranus he is able, by the 
right initiative taken at the right time, to eclipse his con- 
temporary rivals and justify his stand by successfully 
challenging dictatorial authority since he believes that 
a little rebellion at times is a remedy essential for main- 
taining the health of Government.

As Venus and Mars, the respective 
lords of Libra and Scorpio in the fifth house and also 
of Taurus and Aries in the eleventh house, are exalted by 
Navamsha, he naturally has the rare magnetism which, 
besides enabling him to cultivate world-wide connections 
with eminent persons, seiv^es to make him the idol of 
the masses, particularly of members of the fair sc\ who 
help him to win the enthusiastic response of the people 
in support of him in so far as his public and administra- 
tive activities go. 

The Uranus-Caput-Jupiter triad is in trine with the 
Moon and Mercury which rule Mr, Path's status and 
finance respectively. Thanks to this excellent aspect, 
he has a flair for expressing himself with charm and 
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power. Inasnuicli as his versatile mind teems with bril- 
liant ideas, he can be an inspirational as well as a practical 
worker in an emergency. The creative instinct of Jupiter 
is strongly marked in his outlook. He can be a big success 
where directi\e skill and organising capacity are vitally 
needed. This aptitude is an invaluable asset while dealing 
with the public at large. Since he can organise things 
efiiciently, his services are often sought in matters of 
great public coneci n. 

He is a lion in his own cause and is gifted with the 
spint of an intrepid crusader. That is why he acts boldly 
and emerges fi\>ni situations much more triumphantly 
than others. This is corroborated by the fact that he 
displays great innate strength while championing a just 
cause. 

As Meicui\ is in quadruple trine with the Moon 
Uranus, Caput and Jupiter, he excels as an intsmetor. 
His intelligence thiixcs on rapid changes. This streng- 
thens his capacity to cam through x’arious sources. 
Political actixitles apart, good prospects are indicated 
in the business of liquids as Pisces, the watery' sign in 
the tenth h<m'*e of occupation, so clearly re\eals- Also 
agency work peitaining to land or insurance is seen to 
be most hicrathe. 

The fact that, having faced Himalayan odds in his 
earlv life. Mi, P.uil has risen from the ranks to a high 
position todav cannot he overlooked. The moon, lord 
of the second house. Cancer, of finance, in square with 
Mars. Venu^ Neptune and Saturn, truly reflects the 
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picture of his difficult past, i.e., the first thirty-two years 
of his life when his position must have been assailed and 
he must have experienced heavy ups and downs especially 
in respect of health, study, finance and relationship. In 
spite of this, the benefic aspects of Mercury, which also 
rules money, are greater in intensity than the malefic 
aspects of the Moon. So, as far as honour goes, a balanced 
outlook is maintained in such a way that the benefit as- 
pects always outshine the malefic. 

In his present office as Union Food and Agriculture 
Minister, Mr. Patil has, no doubt, through his idea of a 
buffer stock, earned the distinction of successfully allay- 
ing the perennial fear of food shortage in the country. 
As the future Home, Defence or Finance Minister, this 
versatile genius will win appreciation for his rare com- 
petence. That he is destined, one day, to assume the 
Prime Ministership is a Uranian truth which can hardly 
be refuted. 

In the current Mahadasha of the Moon, the Antar- 
dasha of Rahu started on 2-2-1960 and will function till 
2-8-1961. As Rahu is exalted and also in trine with the 
Moon, this period has proved to be very favourable to 
Mr. Patil in his administrative pursuits. 

The Antardashas of Jupiter (2-8-1961) to (2-12-1962), 
Saturn (2-12-1962 to 2-7-1964), Mercury (2-7-1964 to 
2-12-1965), Ketu (2-12-1965 to 2-7-1966), Venus (2-7-1966 
to 2-3-1968) and- Sun (2-3-1968 to 2-9-1968) will operate 
in succession in the Mahadasha of the Moon. 
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Barringindifferent health and obstacles in day-to- 
day affairs during the Antardasha of Saturn, the Antar- 
dashas of Jupiter, Mercury, Ketu, Venus and the Sun are 
highly promising so far as his administrative achievements 
go. In the Antardasha of Mercury particularly, Mr, Pa til 
is destined to have an unusually lucky time when Dame 
Fortune will enable him to realise his most cherished 
dreams. 
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precedence of the tropical Aries which moves ahead of 
the sidereal Aries at an approximate rate of 50 seconds a 
year from the year 285 A.D. This rate of precession is 
known as Ayanamsha in the Indian system. In 1959, the 
rate of precession in the sidereal year was 50.2715 
second. From 285 A.D. to 1959 A.D., 1674 years elapsed. 
Therefore, counting roughly at the rate of 50 seconds a 
year, the tropical Anes shifted about 23 degrees from the 
sidereal Aries. The exact Ayanamsha (true) for March 
22, 1959 was 23 degrees 17 minutes 24 seconds from the 
vanishing of Ayanamsha (precessional difference) in the 
year 285 A.D. 

Nirayana longitudes are obtainable by deduction of 
Ayanamsha — which was 23 degrees 17 minutes approxi- 
mately during 1959 — -from Sayana longitudes. For 
instance, Sun entered sidereal Aries (Mesha) on April 14, 
1959 and tropical Aries on March 21, 1959. As the Sun's 
motion is always almost one degree per day, the diffe- 
rence between its tropical and sidereal positions is of 
about 23 degrees. Therefore the Sun required nearly 23 
days to reach the initial point of sidereal Aries on April 
14, 1959, with Ayanamsha (23 degrees) being deducted 
from tropicad Aries which it entered on March 21, 1959. 
Therefore owing to its almost uniform motion of one 
degree per day, the Sun changes sign artmnd ^ 

every month in the Sayana system and around the i4lh 
of every month in the Nirayana system, the period of its 
change varying very gradually in accordance with pre- 
cessional degrees of difference. 
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In the Republic Day radical chart of India, the 
Sayana longitudes will be: ascendant 5 degrees 44 
minutes Aries, the second house 12 degrees Taurus, the 
third house 9 degrees 24 minutes Gemini, the tenth house 
3 degrees 44 minutes Capricorn, the eleventh house 28 
degrees 10 minutes Capricorn, the twelfth house 28 deg- 
rees 14 minutes Aquarius, Sun 5 degrees 39 minutes 
Aquarius, Moon 5 degrees 44 minutes Taurus, Mercury 18 
degrees 42 minutes (retrograde) Capricorn, Venus 13 
degrees S3 minutes (retrograde) Aquarius, Mars 9 degrees 
22 minutes Libra, Jupiter 12 degrees 21 minutes Aquarius, 
Saturn 18 degrees 47 minutes (retrograde) Virgo, Uranus 
1 degree 41 minutes (retrograde) Cancer, Neptune 17 
degrees 19 minutes (retrograde) Libra, Pluto 17 degrees 
14 minutes (retrograde) Leo, Rahu 9 degrees 24 minutes 
Aries and Ketu 9 degrees 24 minutes Libra. On the other 
hand, by subtracting Ayanamsha (true) — which was 23 
degrees 9 minutes 38 seconds on January 26, 1950 — from 
the Sayana longitudes, the Nirayana longitudes will be: 
ascendant 12 degrees 35 minutes Pisces, the second house 
19 degrees Aries, the third house 16 degrees 15 minutes 
Taurus, the tenth house 10 degrees 35 minutes Saggit- 
tarius, the eleventh house 5 degrees 1 minute Capricorn, 
the twelfth house 5 degrees 5 minutes Aquarius, Sun 12 
degrees 30 minutes Capricorn, Moon 12 degrees 35 minutes 
Aries, Mercury 25 degrees 33 minutes (retrograde) 
Sagittarius, Venus 20 degrees 44 minutes (retrograde) 
Capricorn, Mars 16 degrees 13 minutes Virgo, Jupiter 19 
degrees 12 minutes Capricorn, Saturn 25 degrees 38 
minutes (retrograde) Leo, Uranus 8 degrees 12 minutes 
(retrograde) Gemini, Neptune 24 degrees 10 minutes 
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(retrograde) Virgo, Plulo, 24 degrees 5 minutes (retro- 
grade) Cancer, Rahu 16 degrees 15 minutes Pisces and 
Ketu 16 degrees 15 minutes Virgo. 

Thus, by deducting Ayanamsha (true) from Sayana 
longitudes, Nirayana longitudes are determined.

NAVAMSHA 


M AVAMSHA, the ninth pan of each of the Nirayana 
(sidereal) longitudes of the rising sign. Sun, Moon, 
planets Rahu and Ketu in a radical horoscope, is the key 
to the Indian system of Astrology. 

The zodiacal belt consists of 12 constellations (signs) 
of 30 degrees each. E\ery constellation is divided into 
nine equal parts, each of 3 degrees 20 minutes, known as 
Natamsha. For instance, in the constellation of Aries, the 
first Navamsha between 0 degree and 3 degrees 20 minutes 
is Aries; the second Navamsha between 3 degrees 20 
minutes and 6 degrees 40 minutes, Taurus; the third 
Naxamsha between 6 degrees 40 minutes and 10 degrees, 
Gemini, the fourth Navamsha between 10 degrees and 13 
degrees 20 minutes, Cancer; the fifth Navamsha between 
13 degrees 20 minutes and 16 degrees 40 minutes, Leo, the 
sixth Nax'amsha betxxeen 16 degrees 40 minutes and 20 
degrees, Virgo; the sexenth Navamsha betxxeen 20 degrees 
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and 23 degrees 20 minutes, Libra; the eighth Navamsha 
between 23 degrees 20 minutes and 26 degrees 40 
minutes, Scorpio; and the ninth Navamsha between 26 
degrees 40 minutes and 30 degrees, Sagittarius. Thus the 
constellation of Aries begins with the first Navamsha, 
Aries, and ends with the ninth Navamsha, Sangittarius. 

Each of the remaining eleven constellation begins with 
the Navamsha that follows in the zodiacal order the last 
Navamsha of the previous constellation. Accordingly, the 
ne.\t constellation of Taurus begins with the first 
Navamsha, Capricorn, (that succeeds the last Navamsha, 
Sagittarius, in the previous constellation of Aries) and 
ends with the ninth Navamsha, Virgo; the constellation of 
Gemini starts with the first Navamsha, Libra, and ends 
with the ninth Navamsha, Gemini; and the constellation 
of Cancer begins with the first Navamsha, Cancer and ends 
with the ninth Navamsha, Pisces. At the constellation of 
Cancer, one-third (120 degrees) of the whole zodiacal 
circle of 360 degrees is covered. This same Navamsha 
order is repeated twice to find the Navamshas of the 
remaining constellations viz. Leo, Virgo, Libra, Scoipio, 
Sagittarius, Capricorn, Aquarius and Pisces. Thus the 
constellation of Leo begins with the Navamsha, Aries, 
and the constellation of Scorpio ends with the Navamsha, 
Pisces. So, at the constellation of Scoipio, two-thirds 
(240 degrees) of the circle are coveied. And finally the 
constellation of Sagittarius begins with the Navamsha, 
Aries, and the cosntellation of Pisces ends with the 
Navamsha, Pisces. Thus at the constellation of Pisces 
the whole zodiacal circle of 360 degrees is completed.

B> remembering the initial Na\amsha of each con- 
stcllation, one can easily find the Navamshas of the 
7odiacal signs, the planets. Sun, Moon and the lunar 
nodes, Rahu and Kctu, from their Nirayana longitudes. 

The Na\amsha chart is constructed from the radical 
(birth) chan which is called Janma Lagna Kundali in 
the Indian sjstcm of astrology. The first house (Ascen- 
dant) of the Navamsha chart is determined by the 
Na\amsha of the rising sign in the first house of the 
radical chart. The other eleven signs, irrespective of 
their degrees or Navamshas, arc placed in the zodiacal 
order anticlockwise in the rest of the eleven houses in 
the Navamsha chart. The planets, Sun, Moon and the 
lunar nodes arc placed in their respective houses as 
indicated In their Navamsha signs. 

The entire Indian science of prediction hinges on the 
principle of Navamsha \STiatevcr be the positions of 
the planets, Sun, Moon and the lunar nodes in the radical 
cliart. It is the Navamsha of their Nirav'ana longitudes 
that exhibit tbeir taic strength. Tor example, in the 
Republic Dav radical chart of India, Sun 12 degrees 30 
iiiinutcs in the eleventh house of Capricorn, indicates no 
doubt dvnnmism. But, in the Navamsha chart, Sun falls 
in Aiies where it is a sign of exaltation. Thus, hv 
Navamsha. the Sun’s position, in respect of the houses U 
rules, is enhanced to a verv great extent — far more than 
indicated In its position in the radical chart. Besides, 
MwMi-Vcmis, Mcivun-Caput-Saturn, Jupiter, Uranus and 
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Cauda express beneficence in view of their Navamsha 
positions Cancer, Scorpio, Gemini, Sagittarius and 
Taurus respectively. On the other hand, Mars, Neptune 
and Pluto are tokens of debility as their Navamsha posi- 
tions are Taurus, Leo and Aquarius respectively. It is 
these Navamshas that reveal how the Dashas of Sun, 
Moon, planets and the lunar nodes wll actually be. Thus 
Navamsha, determinant of the true significance of the 
positions of Sun, Moon, planets and the lunar nodes, 
constitutes the soul of the Indian science of prediction. 
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Cancer, Ashlesha; the tenth between 0 degrees and 13 
degrees 20 minutes Leo, Magha; the eleventh between 13 
degrees 20 minutes and 26 degrees 40 minutes Leo, Purva- 
Phalguni ; the twelfth between 26 degrees 40 minutes Leo 
and 10 degrees Virgo, Uttara-Phalguni; the thirteenth 
between 10 degrees and 23 degrees 20 minutes Virgo, 
Hasta; the fourteenth between 23 degrees 20 minutes 
Virgo and 6 degrees 40 minutes Libra, Chitra; the fif- 
teenth between 6 degrees 40 minutes and 20 degrees 
Libra, Svati; the sixteenth between 20 degrees Libra and 
3 degrees 20 minutes Scorpio, Vishakha; the seventeenth 
between 3 degrees 20 minutes and 16 degrees 40 minutes 
Scorpio, Anuradha; the eighteenth between 16 degrees 
40 minutes and 30 degrees Scorpio; Jyeshtha; the nine^ 
teenth between 0 degree and 13 degrees 20 minutes 
Sagittarius ; Mula ; the twentieth between 13 degrees 20 
minutes and 26 degrees 40 minutes Sagittarius, Purva- 
shadha; the twenty-first between 26 degrees 40 minutes 
Sagittarius and 10 degrees Capricorn, Uttarashadha; the 
twenty-second between 10 degrees and 23 degrees 20 
minutes Capricorn and 6 degrees 40 minutes Aquarius, 
Dhanishtha; the twenty-fourth between 6 degrees 40 
minutes and 20 degrees Aquarius, Shatabhishaj ; the 
twenty-fifth between 20 degrees Aquarius and 3 degrees 
20 minutes Pisces, Pun^a-Bhadrapad; the twenty-sixth 
between 3 degrees 20 minutes and 16 degrees 40 minutes 
Pisces, Uttara-Bhadrapad ; while the last Naksbatra 
between 16 degrees 40 minutes and 30 degrees Pisces is 
Revati. 

To each of these Nakshatras is attributed a ruler that 
functions for a certain period as Mahadasha. According 
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ASPECTS 


I N ASTROLOGY, the mutual relations between the 
positions of the Sun, Moon, planets and lunar nodes 
in the twelve zodiacal constellations are distinguished 
by aspects, each of which consists of certain degrees. 

The principal benefic aspects are semi-sextile (30 
degrees), first nonils (40 degrees), se-xtile (60 degrees), 
quintile (72 degrees), second nonile (80 degrees), trine or 
third nonile (120 degrees), fourth nonile (160 degrees) 
and mutual reception (occupation at the same time of 
any two of the aforesaid heavenly bodies and lunar nodes 
in such a way that each is in the sign of which the other 
is the lord). 

The principal malefic aspects are semi-square (45 
degrees), square (90 degrees), sesquiquadrate (135 
degrees), quincunx or inconjunct (150 degrees) and 
opposition (180 degrees). 
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38 minutes of Capricorn which equal 150 degrees. There- 
fore, since Sun is progressed by 13 degrees 8 minutes, the 
aspect, counting at the rate of one degree per year or 
live minutes per month, operates during the last 10 
months 12 days of the thirteenth year and the first 
1 month 18 days of the forteenth year, that is, from March 
16, 1962 to March 16, 1963. In a similar way. Moon, 12 
degrees 35 minutes in Aries, if progressed to 24 degrees 
5 minutes, is found forming a square (90 degrees) aspect 
with the radical position of Pluto which is 24 degrees 5 
minutes in Cancer, during the last 6 months of the 
eleventh year and the first 6 months of the twelfth year, 
that is, from July 26, 1960 to July 26, 1961. 

The aspect based on this method of progression 
operates for 6ne full year before its rapt formation, that 
is, for the duration indicated by one degree of orb preced- 
ing the ver}r point of the exact formation of the aspect.
